appears that while at Richmond, Just 
after the .surrender, she was summon­ 
ed to the door by a sharp rap. 
She 
gives a charming account of what fol­ 
lowed: 
With my baby on my arm I answer­ 
ed the knock, opened the door and 
looked tip at a tall, gaunt, sad faced 
man in ill fitting clothes, who. with 
the accent of the north, asked: 
"is this George Pickett's place?’* 
"Yes. sir," I answered, "hut lie Is 
not here." 
"I know that, ma'am," he replied, 
“hut h; just wanted to see the place 
I am Abraham Lincoln.” 
"The president.'" 
I gasped. 
The stranger shook Ids head and 
said: “ No, ma'am; no, ma'am. 
Just 
Abraham Lincoln; George’s old friend." 
"I am George Pickett's wife, and tills 
is his baby," was all I could say. 
My baby pushed away from me and 
reached his hands to Mr. Lincoln, who 
took him Iii Ids arms 
As lie did so 
an expression of rapt, almost divine 
tenderness and love lighted up the sad 
face. 
It was a look that I have never 
sin'll on any other face. 
My baby 
opened his mouth wide and insisted 
upon giving his father's friend a dewy, 
infantile kiss. As iii*. Lincoln 
gave 
the little one hack to me. shaking his 
finger at him playfully, he said? 
“Tell your father, the rascal, that I 
forgive him for the sake of thjjt kiss 
and those bright eyes." 
Mrs 
Pickett explains the Interest 
Lincoln showed iii lier husband by 
stating that it was through Mr. Lin­ 
coln's influence that her husband re­ 
ceived his appointment to West Point 
One impression the hook conveys Is 
that of the kindly aud generous feeling 
that 
existed 
between 
Confederates 
and Unionists graduated from West 
Point who had been friends before the 
war. An exhibition of this feeling was 
made at the time of the birth of Gen- 
cml Pickett’s first baby. Mrs Pickett, 
telling the story, says: 
On the occasion of my son's birth 
bonfires were lighted in celebration nil 
along Pickett's line. Grant saw them 
and sent scouts to learn the cause. 
When they reported he said to General 
Ingalls: 
"Haven't we some kindling 
on this side of the line?
